MEXICAN INDEPENDENCE. 


_ The anniversary of Mexican Inde- 
pendence yesterday was. celebrated 
with a hearty good will by'the Mexi- 
can population of Los Angeles. It is 
now alittle over sixty-one years since 
Mexico was thoroughly freed from the 
Spanish yoke, but six years earlier the 
first blow was struck by,the gallant 
Hidalgo, who in a few months was at 
the head of a well disciplined army. 
He was, however, at a later day, cap- 
tured and, after suffering imprison- 
ment for a few months in a vile dun- 
geon,)was.led to the scaffold and suf- 
fered -death. He was the first ofa 
list’ of noble martyrs among 
whom were Morelas, Allende 
Bravo,’ Guerrero, Abasolo, Galeanar, 
Matamoras and Rayon, all dying for 
the cause of freedom. The struggle 
between Mexico and Spain, although 
not of long duration, was very bitter. 
The Spanish army committed almost 
unparalleled outrages upon unfortu- 
nate prisoners, and no quarter was 
ever ziven on the battle field. The 
whole people were, however, united 
and dete:mined, and had the satis- 
faction of breaking the yoke which 
for nearly three hundred years had 
weighed them down. | 

It will be seen that the occasion is 
rightly one of great joy to those who 
look upon Mexico as their mother 
country; and while our sister repub- 
lic has not made the progress which 
more liberal educational facilities and 
religious freedom would have stimu- 
lated, it should not be forgotten that 
Mexico is waking up to her real needs, 
and now is united with our own coun- 
try with those iron bands which have 
so powerfully aided the spread of civ- 
ilization in the West. Mexico is well 
entitled to sympathy and aid from 
the great Republic, and may our com- 
mercial ard social relations continue 
to thrive and increase. | 


MORMONISM. 


In these latter years the Mormon 
question has been gathering force year 
by year and must soon be one of the 
leading issues in national topics. The 
matter comes up periodically in Con- 
gress, anda firmer grasp is taken at 
each recurrence, and the agitation be- 
comes stronger and the strictures more 
severe. Yet notwithstanding this, the 
Mormon elders are as‘ active in the 
work of proselyting as ever, and the 
one astonishing feature of the whole 
matter is the wonderful success which 
attends their efforts. The people, how- 
ever, are awakening and are evincing 
a disposition to abate the nuisances by 
breaking up their meetings and rotten- 
egging the elders, as was done in Geor- 
gia and other places in the South, and 


at Brookville, Indiana, a few days 


since, two of the gentry who had en- 
ticed a young lady from her home and 
secreted her, were tarred and feathered 


and compelled to leave the country. 


Served them right. They are breaking 
and defying our laws just as much as 
is a horse-thief and should receive 
the same consideration at the hands 
of the respectable portion of the 
community. The question of pre- 


venting the landing in this country 


of Mormon immigrants, gathered from 
foreign countries, is recerving consid- 
erable attention and has been quite 
thoroughly discussed dt the East, the 
subject having been forced upon pub- 
lic attention by the arrival ot a vessel 
in New York a few months since with 
a cargo of 700 proselytes, bound for 
Utah, and each individual of those 700 
came here with the intention of vio- 
lating one of the sacred laws of this 
commonwealth. This being the case, 
and there are none to dispute it, the 
question of prohibiting the criminals, 
in intent, from landing arose, it being 
held that they could be restrained on 
the same grounds which prohibit the 
introduction of paupers and criminals._ 


‘A prominent law firm of New York 


on being asked for ‘an opinion on this 
point replied through the Mail and 
Express as follows: 


There does not appear to be any law 
of the United States under which the 
importation of Mormons can_be pre- 
vented. 

The statutes of immigration are four 
inSnumber. 

1. The revised statutes (sections 2158 
and 2164) forbid the forcible importa- 
tion of coolies. 

2. Laws of 1875, chapter 141. The 
restrictions here are against ‘‘persons 
who are undergoing a sentence for con- 
viction in their own country of feloni- 
ous crimes other than political or grow- 
ing out of the result of such offences, or 
where sentence has been remitted on 
condition of their immigration, and 
women imported! for the purpose of 


prostitution.’ 
~ 8, Laws of 1882, chapter 126. This 


law forbids the immigration of Chinese 
for a period of ten years. 

4. Laws of 1882, chapter 376. This 
forbids the landing of convicts (other 


than political), lunatics, idiots and 


upers. 

If Congress .has power to pass a law 
to prevent Mormons from coming with- 
in our borders, it must derive its power 
from the authority given by the consti- 
te commerce.

section 5352) has been decided by the 
Supreme Court (Reynolds a U.8. 98, 
U. 8. 145), to be constitutional, and 
this, although bigamy, may be a matter 
of religion to the conscience of the crim- 
inal. Mormons are thus confessedly 
criminals; and if the prisoner who has 
been condemned for a crime can be kept 
outof the country (see above, laws of 
1875, chapter 141), why cannot he be 
forbidden access to our shores who 
comes with the avowed purpose of com- 
mitting crime? 


THERE is a disposition on the part 
of some to bicker against the game 
laws of the State as they now 
appear upon the statute books. 
Laws for the preservation of game are 
a necessity, it we wish to preserve one 
of the greatest attractions our forests 
and caiions contain—the animals and 
birds which inhabit them. It is not 
presumed that any law which may be 
framed will suit all. There must 
needs be grumblers, but from whence 
comes most of the grumbling? It is 
not from the men who are most inter- 
ested. It comes principally from pot- 
hunters and would-be sportsmen who 
fail to rise to an understanding of the 
real meaning of the word “sportsman.” 
While many of the large ranchers of 
Southern California are overrun with 
game, many of them prefer to have it 
so than to admit the average gunner 
upon his place, as is evidenced by the 


fact that there are few of such ranches 
we mactod natices 


that shooting within their boundaries 
is strictly prohibited. This fact 
speaks for itself. The game law, 
which in seme minor instances might 
be improved, is yet a good thing, a 
benefit and a blessing and should be 
strictly enforced.

A Mathematieal Wonder. 
Hartford Courant. } 

A blind mathematician of wonderful 
power is reported to be lixing at Dan- 
ielsonville, Conn. His name is Par- 
don Tillinghast, and he is entirely 
blind. Recently his attention was 
called to some facts in regard to the 
combiration of figures 142,857. If 
multiplied by two the product is 285,- 
714— the same figures and in the same 
order, only starting with another and 
changing the first two to the extreme 
right. Multiplying by 3,4 or 5,a 
like result is obtained; that is, the fig- 
ures are the same and succeed each 
otherin a similar way. This led toa 
careful study of these figures, and he 
soon found that,preceded by the deci- 
mal point they are the decimal equiv- 
alent of 1-7. He found, too, that this 
is the repetend of a repeating decimal. 
His thoughts were in this way turned 
to the fraction 1-7, and he performed 
mentally the operation of reducing its 
square, 1-49, to a repeating decimal, 
having a repetend of 42 places—six 
times as many as that of 1-7. Then 
he took the cube of 1-7, equal to 1-343, 
and performed the prodigious feat of 
turning this into a repeating decimal 
whose repetend has 294 figures, or six 
times as many as that of 1-49. All 
this, of course, without a mark to aid’ 
the calculation or the memery. It 
filled leisure hours of a number of 
days. He would work the, division 
ten places at one operation, Holding in 
memory the result, including the re- 
mainder; for hours or days, till he 
could work the next ten, and so on 
until he had the entire -repetend. 
The necessity for frequent provings of 
his work added to its complication. 
The mathematicians of those parts 
doubt whether this mental effort has 
ever been excelled, at any rate by 4 
blind man.

It is proposed to set up a new Dem- 
ocratic paper.

Interesting Reminiscenses of the 

Famous Hard-Cider Campaign, 

A contributor to the Lotisville Con- 

rier-Journal writes: More than forty- 

three years have come and gone since 

the log-cabin, hard-cider and coon-skin 

campaign of 1840. 

This a remarkable event in the 

history of our country. With clap- 
trap devices Gen. Harrison was elect- 

ed over Mr. Van Buren almost by ac- 
clamation, having carried nineteen 
states out of twenty-one. — 3 

Hon. Bailey Peyton, of Tennessee, 
called to see Gen. Harrison, at North 
Bend, after he was nominated at Har- 
risburgh, Pa. Peyton went to Cincin- 
nati and made a speech. In this 
speech‘ he said he had been to 
see a whig nominee; that he was the 
man they wanted. He said he lived 
in alog-cabin, with the latch-string 
never pulled in, a barrel of hard-cider 
to treat his friends, and coon-skins 
nailed over the cracks in the walls to 
keep the wind away. 

Oid Joe Harrison (no kin to the gen- 
eral) owned the Six-mile house, below 
Cincinnati, where the United States 
flag had floated for forty years. This 
was the great resort for fast horses, 
tight men and lively women. Joe saw 
a point and at once built the first log- 
cabin. This waa the start; Ina few 
weeks there were hundreds built all 
over the country. | 

On May 18, the whigs met at: the 
Galt house to make arrangements to 
build a log-cabin. In a short time 
plenty of funds were raised for the 
purpose. 


Col. John O. Cochran, chief marshal; 
weurge Tivmtivy, of tho Tournal: 
Birney Marshall, of the Gazette, assis- 
tant marshals; George L. Robards and 
James McDonald, architects and build- 
ers. William O’Hara’s band was in 
attendance. It consisted of drums 
and fifes, four tenors and two bass, 
two hundred boys with as many axes. 
Each appointed himself a committee 
of one. With twenty teams we left 
the city, proceeded down Jefferson 


Buillt’s woods. Wecut twenty trees. 
With ox and horse teams to haul them, 
the line of march was one mile long. 
We brought the whole tree and cut it 
up at the place where Rufer’s hotel 
now stands. This was one of the jol- 
liest days of the “Falls City.’ There 
were all sorts of people there, from the 
highest to the lowest, and all seemed 
to take a hand in the log cabin. It 
seemed to me that hard cider was 
quite strong, for many of the boys fell 
at the first fire, and at the wayside, but 
there was not any quarreling. 

Birney Marshall and Hiram Ray led 
the van, each with a long pole, driv- 
ing old Meek’s ox team. Bill O'Hara 
with his band of fife and drum— I would 
like to sce such a band to-day.The dust 
was two inches deep, and when the 
van were reaching the city you would 
have thought it was Birnam woods 
moving on Macbeth’s castle, as every 
whig carried a large bush. At the 
setting sun our cabin was finished; 
and in the presence of five thousand 
people Governor Poindexter and 
Charles M. Thruston made the first 
log cabin speecltes. Professor Candy 
and his glee club, with the songs of 
‘Tippecanoe and Tyler too,” set all the 
people wild. I thought, gvod-bye, 


Buren). I said hear it not at the Her- 
mitage old hero. The air became full 
of the sounds of the different glee 
songs, composed by Professor Candy. 
The woods resounded with songs of 
birds and the voices of women and 
children. Those glee songs had more 
power over the mind than the gospel 
song of to-day has in the churches. 
There was something 1n this president- 
ial campaign of 1840 that was remark- 
able—the good feeling one party had 
for the other; there being but few ho- 
micides, if any; 1t certainly was owing 
to the glee songs. But once was 
enough to make a president in that 
way. In 1844 the same claptrap was 
tried, but it was stale, flat and un- 
prfiotable. Mr. Clay was defeated by 
Polk. 

The Cincinnati Mail line steamer 
gave out that she would leave our 
wharf on the 4th of July, 1840, then 
On the fifth leave Cincinnati at 12 
o’clock and lay over at North Bend 
four hours to let the passengers see 
General Harrison and his log cabin. 
Men, women and children made the 
trip. About four hundred yards from 
the landing was the old-fashioned, 
two-story frame house, with some old 
out-houses attached, but all clean and 
neat. The General was there, as well 
as Mrs. Harrison, his son Scott and 
several members of the family. The 
General felt flattered at so large a con- 
course of people calling on him at one 
time. Here was an infirm old man 
living on borrowed time, nothing but 
a walking shadow, low, weak and 
emaciated, blood-shot eyes, and looked 
care-worn and excited. The question 
of his friends and acquaintences was: 
Iias he vitality enough to live through 
this excitable campaign? The Gen- 
eral took care to stay at home until 
the election was over, and see but few 
visitors. General Harr‘son was pure- 
minded man; he was the governor and 
commander of thenorthwest. He cer- 
tainly was not a great man, but he 
had greatness thrust upon him—the 
Presidency of the United States, al- 
most by one voice. When he was 
nominated for the Presidency he was 
Clerk of Hamilton County Court. 
This good man had not strength 
enough to bear his honors, but bore 
up until after he was inaugurated, and 
five weeks later he yielded up his 
spirit and appeared before a higher 
tribunal.
